WAYSIDE ADVERTISING.

The custom of mivertising by the wayside
has got to be such o nuisance that some-
thing =hould be done to stop It, says the
Boston Herald, It is carried to such an
extent in many localities and It so disfigures
landscapes otherwise beautiful that a large
number of travelers would prefer (o pass
through such places by night vather than be
Bubject to the continual Irritation caused by
such offensos to the eye. The troubls |s,
however, that the nulsance is becoming so
universal that one would have to travel
everywhere by night to aveld It.  One of the
lntest atrocities Is that of making slgnboards
Into the shape of huge bottles and other
articles, covered with Inseriptions setting
forth the virtues of some quack nostrum or
other. A prais'worthy attempt was made in
the last legisiature to prohibit or dlminieh
this evil, but somehow 1t falled, probalily
because legislators conld not see why a man
should not have the right to permit his barn,
shed or house to b covered with ndvertising
signs, or his meadow or feld, together with
thelr fences. to be so occupled, regardless of
the sensibilities of the publie that passes on
th: highway or in the raliway curs, Pogasl-
bly the evil might be reached and very
severely discouraged by a system of taxation
at a rate increaking with the size of the
lettering or dim nslons of space occupled.
This would certainly be a legltimate subject
for taxation, The person owning the prop-
erty shiould be made responsible for the 1ax,
for it might be Impossible o r ach the
parties dolng the advertising. The pro-
prigtor of the premises would thus be made
shy of leasing such adyertlsing space.

But the current exodus Is almost entirely
confined to the gteernge. We have no fig-
ures by which to tell how many people have
sailed within any glven time, even by our
own line. But my judgment is that not less
than 26,000 people have left during the last
month. The German lines reduced  thoelr
rates to $18 carly in the spring, but no
great dnerease of travel resulted until we
put the price down to $10 and most other
lines followed our example,

“The exodus s mainly from the mines
nnd factories of the east, There would be
more from the west IT we could take them,
but we get telegrams all the time telling us
to take few or none. The cause of the rush
Is mot only the low rates, but the hard
times, 1 think the effect of hard times has
been grently aggravated by  the recent
strikes and by the alarming disagroement
and dilatoriness of oongress.  Workingmen
who have a little money and no work can
now go to BEurope and live much cheap.r
than they can here. Of course they will all
come back to America as soon as work be-
comes plentiful again.'

General Agent Brown of the Internatlonal
Navigat on company satd* "The exodus did
not begin until May, but hes been Increasing

rapldly ever since, It is mostly confined !

to the steerage, but ,we have also an in-
creased cuabin travel, due to the detention of
g0 many people in this country last year
by the exposition. The sleercge passengers
now going to Burope areé not a class of
people whom we should be glad to see leave
the country, They are not the crim nals
nor the paupers, but honest, Industricus
and thrifty skilled workmen. It would be
a ‘misfortune to lNave them go if it were
not certain they would return again. What
sends them abroad s the hard times, more
even than the low rates.

“It Is impossible ta form any ldea of
the total number who have gone, as the
rate hss been increasng all the while,
Our lines are now carrving 1,000 a week.
Our stemmer Parls last week carried 676,
after turning over 200 to other lines. As a
rough guess [ should think they were golng
over now at the rata2 of 25,000 a month., We
are now sending men to Burope in the
steerage for $10, of which we pay $3 to the

it would still cost twice as much to go to
Europe from Chicago as from New York.
I do not know tha volume of the travel
at all, but it Is casy to see it results from
the hard times in this country as well as
from the low rates. Poor people oul  of
work can live cheaper in Europe than they
can here”

Mr., MeDonald of Henderson Bros., general
ceents of the Anchor Hne, sald: “Our line
has not felt the steerage exodus at all, be-
causa we have not reduced our rates as
the other lines have done. I do not think
the exodus Is conflned to the east on account
of the railrcsd rates to the seaboard., There
are a good mony passengers sailing from
the northwest. The exodus began lust July,
during the exposition, on account of the
hard times, It Is large now, but my ex-
planstion of It ls the hard times and low
rates liave precpitated the usuel fall travel,
I exuld not form any estimate of the number
who have gone, nor even of the number now
guing every week. 1 know the Teutonic
took 1,000 steerage passengers Wednesday,
and then had to leave 300 behind.”

German Soclalistie View of What the
Hothechilis Are Dolng

The Berlin correspondent of the Phila-
